In regard to my gas well, would say it 
3 doing nicely ind has tbe appearance of 
aeing a lasting well. It haa a very strong 
pressure, something like 25 pounds to 
the square inch. The well is 137 feet 
deep and ia composed of several kinds of 
dirt or strata, one or two of hard pan, 
some drift wood and several others. Tbe 
well ia 300 feet away from the house aud 
am using it for fuel; have it connected 
with the stove. Have uaed it two weeks 
or more. Can make the stove red hot in 
a few minutes with a very little gas 
urned on. Persons who ore acquainted 
with the natural goe say it is tho same as 
used in eastern cities in the foundries. It 
seems to be ot the finest quality, free 
Vom water or sulphur or any corroding 
nature."
